as to how this thing can be ; but 
give me grace, in all humility and 
thankfulness, to embrace this offer of 
Thyself, and to open my mouth wide 
that I may be filled with the fulness 
that is in Thee. I know by Thine 
own word, that if I come worthily, 
that bread and that cup shall be for 
all the intents and purposes of Thy 
passion and death, the communication 
of Thy Body and Blood to my soul. 
This is enough for me to know ; O 
that I knew it as I ought ! O that 
nothing in me may prevent me from 
obtaining all that Thou art ready to 
bestow in this unspeakable Gift ! 

Our Fatheb, &c. 
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F order to that self-examination 
and confession of sin, which is 
required in such as intend to come to 
the holy Communion, it is adviseable 
(especially for those who may be but 
beginning to turn to God) to divide 
the term of their past life into periods, 
commencing from as far back as they 
can remember. Each period may 
consist of such a length of time as 
they have passed in one place, or in 
one condition of life : as for instance, 
for the period of childhood, they may 
take the years during which they 
remained under their parents' roof : 
and for that of boyhood, the time 
which they spent at this or that school, 
and so on. This will help them to 
reflect on such incidents as we natur- 
ally connect with particular times and 
places ; and will bring to their mind 
offences, committed in time past, 
against God, their parents, their 
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10 SELF-EXAMINATION. 

neighbour, or themselves, which will 
otherwise be left behind them un- 
noticed, and become at length too 
remote to be remembered, or else too 
faintly recollected to be repented of. 

And let not any one suppose that 
such a process is unnecessary; nor 
regard any known sin as inconsider- 
able ; for Solomon says, that "even a 
child is known by his doings, whether 
his work be pure, and whether it 
be right."" The power to commit 
actual sin begins together and is com- 
mensurate with the ability to discern 
between good and evil. We have no 
ground for supposing that there is 
any period of our life at which our 
good or bad actions are allowed by 
God to pass unnoticed, or that our 
taking but slight account of them 
ourselves, will prevent their being 
recorded against us, by Him, Who 
has declared, tKat He will "bring every 
work into judgment, with every secret 
thing, whether it be good, or whether 
it be evil." * We may indeed hope

that, if we heartily repent of those 
sins which we can remember, God 
will, of His great mercy, overlook 
and pass by those which we have for- 
gotten : but it would be a mockery of 
His clemency to set lightly by any 
known sin, when His justice is pledg- 
ed to punish it, unless it be repented 
of. Even when we have done our 
utmost, our sorrow will bear but a 
slight proportion to our guilt. The 
more sincere our repentance is, the 
more sensible we shall be of its imper- 
fection, and the more shall we appre- 
ciate that grace which has led us to 
it — that mercy, which has given us 
time for it — and that goodness, which 
will not be extreme to mark what is 
done amiss, so that we be sincere ; and 
which has promised forgiveness, for 
Jesus Chbist's sake, to all true pen- 
itents. 

It will also tend, in some cases, 
towards the self conviction of those 
who desire seriously to examine them- 
selves, if they will take their consci- 
ence to witness, as in the sight of 
God, against each of their members,

severally, of such sins as it may have 
borne a part in : c bearing in mind, 
that as members of Christ's mystical 
Body, and the purchase, both body 
and spirit, of His most precious Blood, 
we are responsible to Him for the 
right use and exercise of all our bodily 
senses and faculties, and of all the 
powers of our souls : remembering 
also, that as we are now invited to 
approach His holy Presence at His 
altar, so hereafter, we "must all ap- 
pear before His judgment seat ; that 
every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that he 
hath done, whether it be good or 
bad;" d and that it is only through 
the blood of His cross, that we who 
have been enemies in our mind to 
God, by wicked works, can be recon- 
ciled to God again ; only in the body 
of His Flesh, through death, that we 
can hope to be presented, at the last 
day, holy and unblameable, and unre- 
proveable in His sight.*
